The Favorite, a two-deck saso- 
line boat, 64 feet long with a capacity 
of 158, left the Lincoln park pier early 
in the afternoon for a cruise to the 
municipal pier three miles distant.

One small boy got a good firm grasp 
on the smokestack of the Favorite 
and held on tightly for more than an 
hour while less fortunate fellow pas- 
sengers floundered or were rescued. 

The work of rescue was under way 
almost before the boat had settled. 
The few men aboard the ship fought 
heroically to save women and chil- 
dren, while nearby scores of small 
craft also raced to their resené re

One of the imperative mandates of 
the constitution is this— 

“The bonded debt of the state shall 
never be increased, except to repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection, or de- 
fend the state in time of war.” 

And that is preceded by another 
ironclad decree which says— 

“The state shall not assume the 

debt, nor any part thereof, of any 
county, municipal corporation, or po- 
litical division of the state, unless 
such debt shall be contracted to enable 
the state to repel invasion, suppress 
insurrection, or defend itself in time of 
war.” 
In the face of those imperative pro- 
hibitions the people are now surprised 
to learn that by some process of leg- 
islative sleight of hand the bonded 
debt of the state is now saddled with 
some $14,000,000 of county road bonds. 
These bonds now become adopted 
bonds of the state and the holders have 
the state now as their redeemer, in- 
stead of the several counties that is- 
sued them on the basis of their own 
credit, 

There are able constitutional law- 
yers who pronounce the assumption 
of those bonds by the state as clearly 
unconstitutional and that the collection 
of them from the state's funds can be 
successfully resisted in the courts.

Judicial Usurpation. 

The constitution, in paragraph 
of the Bill of Rights says—- 

“The legislative, judicial and execn- 
tive powers shall forever remain sey 
arate and distinct, and no person dis- 
charging the duties of one shall at the 
same time exercise the functions of 
either of the others.” 

And with reference to the exercise 
of executive powers the constitution 
says concerning the governor-— 

“He shall have power to grant re- 
prieves and pardons, to commute pen- 
alties, remove disabilities imposed by 
law, and to remit any part of a sen- 
tence for offenses against the state, 
after conviction, except in cases of 
treason and impeachment,” ete,

“most unfair, unjust, discriminating 
and wicked law,” on the Georgia 
statute books, J. E. Twitty, treasurer 
of Sereven county. on Thursday issued 
a statement in which he urged suppert 
of a bill introduced in the house ves- 
terday by the Sereven§ delegation, 
which seeks to remedy the alleged 
unfair practice.

New York, July 28—(?)—Fred- 
dy Welsh, former lightweight 
rhampion of the world. died to- 
day in a West Side hotel, his 
once spendid body a flabby wreck 
and his once fat purse quite emp- 
tv. A maid venturing into his 
room to tidy it, found the body 
of one of the prize ring’s greatest 
stvlists lying on the floor clad in 
flowered pajamas. 

A physician ascribed Freddy's 
death to heart failure. The fight- 
ers widow, Grahna Welsh, left 
her work as housekeeper at an- 
other hotel nearby and between 
sobs told the story of Freddy's 
last days,

In the investigation. made possible 
through the Hoch-Smith resolution in- 
troduced in congress, dnterstate rates 
and intrastate rates on. edible live 
stock, horses and mules are being in- 
vestigated. The resolution provides 
that all farm prodnets be handled by 
earriers at the lowest possible rate, 
the marginal rate to be determined 
through a series of hearings, similar 
to the Montgomery hearing, which are 
heing held throughout the United 
States. 

The next hearing will he in At- 
lanta and from there the commission 
board will go to Columbia, S. C., for 
a second hearing. AS soon as car- 
riers and shippers have compiled evi- 
dence gained at the hearing the date 
for the Louisville hearing will be set. 

During the hearing it was 
tended by shippers that the inter- 
state rates were excessive and should 
he brought down on a par with the 
intrastate rates.
